The Peace River country is again before the Public. For 
years railway and road expansion has been the cry. Now it is settle- 
ment and greater population, It may all be justified and justifiable, 


. and frankly we admit that we are not in a position to judge, not be- 


ing acquainted with the district in question, 

Considerable weight has been added to the'cry for pop- 
ulation and settlement by the recent pronouncements of the President 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway Company, which, peculiar as it may 
seem, gives us cause to think; and perhaps doubt. 

We seem to remember that by far the greatest agency 
tending towards intensive settlement of great prairie areas, which it 
is now claimed should never have been disturbed from their virgin 
state, was the C.P.R. The Company’s motives at that time were far 
from altruistic. On the contrary they were greatly interested in sell- 
ing land, fares from Great Britain, Russia, Central Europe and else- 
where and other considerations far removed from that of the ulti- 
mate well-being of the settlers. ‘ 

It occurs to us that it might.be just as well to make a- 
bundantly sure that the Company is not again motivated by similar 
motives in lending support to settlement of the land farther north. 
The fares to the northern hinterland must be considerable, if, indeed 
the Company has no land to sell that far north, It is just as well to 
remember that the Company in.conjunction with the C.N.R. is now 
administering the railroads previously owned by the Government 
of Alberta. ; . 


WHAT SHOULD BE DONE 


In last week’s issue, The Recorder saw fit to summarize 
the activities of the present administration under two headings:
